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Fifty-fourth Christmas Bird Count

TS A REMARKABLE Christmas Bird Count 
that doesn’t set some new record. The Fifty- 
fourth was no exception. As the statistical 
summary at the end of this issue brings out, the Fifty- 
fourth broke all records for the number of species re- 
ported. It broke the all-time high for participants. 
It yielded a variety of stragglers that staggered the 
imagination, and it was a Snowy Owl and Gray Shrike 
year, too! 
Reduced to humble figures, the Fifty-fourth matched 
up to its immediate predecessors as follows:

The total count of individuals, as usual, varied 
according to the success of observers in reaching great 
communal roosts and large waterfowl refuges. Five 
such areas covered in 1952 were not checked in 
1953 (Monomoy, Susquehanna Flats, Vicksburg, Gray 
Lodge Refuge, and the Sacramento Refuge); their 
total in 1952 was 3,100,000. The big counts in 1953 
came from Laguna Atascosa (Tex.: 1,108,735), Reel- 
foot Lake (Tenn.: 633,098), Fort Worth (Tex.: 
510,360), Memphis (Tenn.: 307,654), Long Branch 
(N.J.: 227,197), and Nashville (Tenn.: 211,364). 
Eleven other areas went over 100,000 individuals (in 
Calif., Idaho, IIll., Ky., N.Y., N.J., Tenn., and Tex.). 
One of the most remarkable counts was the Man- 
hattan Island one totaling 148,840 (10th highest in 
the nation!). It is clear that not many participants 
have yet mapped their communal bird roosts and care- 
fully organized their Christmas Count to include them. 

Variety. — Wilmington, N.C., topped all other 
areas with a list of 162 species. Laguna Atascosa was 
second with 157. The Sabine National Wildlife 
Refuge (La.) and Los Angeles tied for third at 153. 
St. Marks (Fla.), Cocoa (Fla.), Houston (Tex.), 
Cape May (N.J.), Salinas (Calif.), and Coot Bay 
(Fla.) made up the rest of the first ten. The New- 
port (R.I.) count of 131 was remarkable for an area 
so far north; and a Santa Catalina Mts. (Ariz.) count 
of 103 interesting for inland variety. 

General trends——The 4-year cyclic dispersal of 
Snowy Owls yielded 91 reported birds in 1945, 145 
in 1949, and 88 in 1953. While these spectacular 
birds got as far south as South Dakota, Iowa, Illinois, 
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and Washington, D.C., this year’s report showed 
many birds in southern Canada, where 22 were re- 
ported, as against 21 in New England, 14 in the 
Middle Atlantic States, and 31 from Montana east to 
Michigan. 

The Gray Shrike invasion furnished 62 reports for 
Canada, 21 for New England, 28 for the Middle 
Atlantic area, 53 for the Middle West, and 36 for 
other states as far west as Oregon. The 19 reports of 
Red Crossbills were widely scattered and as far south 
as El Paso; the 14 reports of White-winged Cross- 
bills were restricted to eastern Canada and the north- 
ern tier of states (Michigan to Maine). Evening Gros- 
beaks were reported (43 times) mostly from Oregon 
and Washington east to Minnesota and Wisconsin; 
Pine Grosbeaks 26 times and mostly from Colorado 
to Minnesota. 

Twenty-eight different species of warblers were re- 
corded. As might be expected, these were mostly re- 
stricted to the southernmost tier of states from Florida 
to California; nonetheless, 13 species were found 
north of this area: Black and White Warbler in North 
Carolina, South Carolina, and Georgia; Worm-eating 
Warbler in South Carolina; Orange-crowned Warbler 
in 15 states north to Ohio and Massachusetts; Nash- 
ville Warbler in New Jersey; Myrtle Warbler in Nova 
Scotia, Ontario, and 32 states north to Maine, Mich- 
igan, and Washington; Audubon’s Warbler and Town- 
send’s Warbler in Washington and Oregon; Yellow- 
throated Warbler in North Carolina, South Carolina, 
and Georgia; Pine Warbler in 15 states north to 
Massachusetts, Ohio, Arkansas, and Oklahoma; Prairie 
Warbler in North Carolina; Palm Warbler and Yel- 
low-throat in every state along the Atlantic Seaboard 
north to New Hampshire and Massachusetts, respec- 
tively; and Yellow-breasted Chat in Massachusetts, 
Rhode Island, Connecticut, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
Maryland, and Delaware. A quarter of a century ago 
the Common Yellow-throat and Yellow-breasted Chat 
were completely unknown in New England after 
October. 

In seeking to explain late stragglers, rarities, and 
the presence of large numbers of certain species, ob- 
servers commented especially on the dry and mild 
weather conditions that prevailed over almost the 
entire country. A White Pelican lingered in open 
water in Minnesota until February. In their respec- 
tive ranges, both species of meadowlark consistently 
appeared in reports from the northern tier of states. 
Carolina Wrens were reported as far north as South 
Dakota, Wisconsin, and Ontario (4 localities), and 
were well distributed in the Northeast. Dickcissels 
were once again restricted to the Northeast—17 lo- 
calities from Massachusetts to Virginia, with New- 
port County, R.I., reporting 6 birds. Baltimore Orioles 
were confined to the Atlantic Seaboard from Mass- 
achusetts to Florida, with as many as 4 birds each at 
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Greenville and Mount Olive, N.C. Possibly extending 
its range westward, the Swamp Sparrow was observed 
at two localities in Colorado, 2 in New Mexico, and 1 
in Arizona. In the biggest Christmas Bird Count ever 
to be printed, lack of space prohibits calling attention 
to the great many other fascinating and interesting 
features that resulted from this Count. 

Observers.—The average number of observers per 
Count this year reached a new high of 14.1. As in the 
past, this is inevitably reflected in improved quality 
of the Counts and in more thorough coverage of the 
various areas. Once again Los Angeles, with 122 ob- 
servers, probably had the most intensive coverage. 
Many other Counts were obviously well organized; 
outstanding among these were: Westport, Conn., with 
43 observers in the field and 73 watching feeding 
stations; Port Chester, N.Y.—-Greenwich, Conn., with 
73 observers and 56 at feeding stations; Great Swamp-— 
Watchung Ridges, N.J., with 33 observers and 56 at 
feeding stations; Washington, D.C., with 89; Detroit 
with 78; and Portland, Oreg., with 72. The group 
covering the Sabine Refuge, La., certainly deserves 
special commendation for the way in which that 
Count was organized: insofar as possible, rarities 
were “staked out’ ahead of time, competent field 
parties were assigned their special areas on the desig- 
nated day, and on the day following the Count quali- 
fied observers were sent out to check once more and 
verify all unusual and rare reports. Such procedures 
as this are of inestimable help in raising the Count 
standards above the realm of pure sport to something 
of real value. 

The 521 printed reports this year represented the 
efforts of some 7384 participants. Total party-hours 
amounted to 18,789 and party-miles came to a total 
of 68,715 (of which 13,715 were covered on foot). 

Editorial policy—The Christmas Bird Count is 
rightfully regarded as a sport by some and quite right- 
fully by others as a contribution to knowledge. The 
editors of Audubon Field Notes have long been happy 
to recognize this dual function that the Count has 
enjoyed. We do, however, regard it a high respon- 
sibility to bestow on each report a generous amount 
of scientific skepticism, to question the compilers for 
details about unusual records, and to regard extreme 
rarities as doubtful until proven otherwise. This does 
not imply that all men are liars until proven honest; 
it simply expresses a conservative approach in asking 
for facts to permit an independent decision on the 
acceptability of a report as a scientific fact. Corre- 
spondence with over 350 people was carried out 
prior to publication of the Fifty-fourth Count. Their 
patience and cooperation made it possible for the 
editor to meet an inexorable series of printing dead- 
lines that stretched from January 15 to May 1. 

The editor wishes that time would have permitted 
a personal letter of thanks to those compilers who 
took the time and effort to submit reports correct in 
every detail. She would like to thank many other 
compilers who responded promptly and efficiently to 
requests for additional information of various kinds, 
and only regrets that time alone prevented a personal 
acknowledgment of each of these much-appreciated 
and interesting letters. As has always been necessary 





in the past, a certain number of reports had to be 
rejected because of their not conforming to some of 
the Count’s basic regulations. Announced dates are 
strictly adhered to, coverage of less than 7 hours is 
ordinarily considered to be inadequate, and areas 
representing more than a 15-mile diameter are ex- 
cluded. Instructions for taking a Christmas Bird Count 
are always available from the New York office; the 
price is 15 cents. 

One of the most difficult counts to reject was one 
taken in Siskiyou County, Calif., by Thomas C. Horn 
and Paul E. Steel, embracing both the Lower Klamath 
and Tule Lake National Wildlife Refuges. The areas 
are nearly adjacent and were censused as a unit; the 
actual territory covered for the Count did not exceed 
a 15-mile diameter, but the two refuges together 
exceeded the Count limit, and at a late date it was 
impossible to break the report down into two separ- 
ate Counts. The observers reported a total of 60 
species and about 129,017 individuals. Particularly 
outstanding were their waterfowl figures. 

Overlapping and duplication of areas in whole or in 
part are strictly to be avoided. In the future, all Count 
territories from metropolitan areas (such as New 
York and Philadelphia) should be cleared with the 
New York office before Count plans are completed; 
for the next Count a committee in such localities 
will clear all reports, so that rejection as well as 
loss of time and effort may be avoided. In all metro- 
politan areas, compilers are also requested, in the 
future to submit a detailed section of road map 
clearly outlining their Count territory. All compilers 
are further requested to redefine their areas and 
habitat percentages. 

Because many compilers have either misunderstood 
its use or failed to observe its advantages, attention 
is again called to the device of marking certain species 
to indicate boldface type. Such birds, whose occur- 
rence or abundance is of very special interest, should 
be underscored with a wavy line. The following uni- 
form procedure should be observed. Boldface type 
may be used to indicate (1) a species not previously 
recorded in a count that has been taken for 5 or more 
years; (2) an unusually high count if 10 per cent 
higher than the highest recorded in 10 years in the 
same area; (3) any count at least two-thirds as high 
as the highest reported for that species in the most 
recent summary of highest counts of individuals. 

In order to defray the very considerable cost of 
publishing the Count, participants this year generously 
sent in $408.35 in contributions. Compared to its 
1940 counterpart, the number of printed reports in 
the Fifty-fourth Count has increased 74 per cent, in- 
dividual birds “‘counted’’ 360 per cent, participating 
observers 235 per cent, printed pages 151 per cent. 
In general neither the number of subscribers nor the 
subscription price to Audubon Field Notes has in- 
creased to match the steadily mounting printing costs 
of the Christmas Count. This financial problem is a 
painful one that the Board of Directors of the Na- 
tional Audubon Society may shortly have to face 
squarely and with resolution. Some fixed fee (such as 
25 cents per participant) may be necessary in the near 
future.

Species Numbers in the Fifty-fourth Christmas Bird Count 


by Sarah Osgood Brooks 


The total number of Species reported from. the 
United States, Canada, and Alaska (excluding a few 
rarities not substantiated by sufficient details) was 
469. Recent totals in previous years were 415 in 
1947, 422 in 1948, 449 in 1949, 450 in 1950 (the 
previous all-time high), 433 in 1951, and 449 in 
1952. 

Four species appear on this year’s Count that are 
probably additions to the continental Christmas Bird 
Count: Blue-faced Booby, Cattle Egret, American 
Flamingo, and Painted Redstart. 

The House Sparrow appeared on 91% of the 521 
counts, the Downy Woodpecker on 87%. While the 
Christmas Bird Count is by no means an adequately 
randomized sampling of our continental birdlife, 
these percentages do portray something of the wide- 
spread distribution of these two species. The follow- 
ing are the first 46 most widely distributed species 
according to the number of counts on which they 
were reported: House Sparrow, 477; Downy Wood- 
pecker, 455; Am. Goldfinch, 438; Song Sparrow, 
435; Common Starling, 429; Am. Crow, 423; Slate- 
colored Junco, 413; Hairy Woodpecker, 397; Blue 
Jay, 395; Sparrow Hawk, 385; Golden-crowned King- 
let, 365; Red-tailed Hawk, 362; White-breasted Nut- 
hatch, 361; Am. Robin, 355; Mallard, 352; Cardinal, 
351; Belted Kingfisher, 337; Brown Creeper, 334; 
Am. Tree Sparrow, 333; Yellow-shafted Flicker, 318;

By and’ large, these cumulative totals reflect ease of 
counting brought about by the social behavior of 
birds, success of the observers in reaching known 
areas of great avian concentrations (waterfowl refuges 
and communal roosts), their corresponding failure to 
cover other concentration points, and the irregularity 
of the Christmas Bird Count in achieving satisfactory 
estimates of very large aggregations and of widely 
distributed species. 

Only seven states and provinces failed to produce 
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at least one locality containing a high count for some 
particular species: Saskatchewan, Nova Scotia, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Montana, Nebraska, and Nevada. 
(There was no count this year from 5 provinces.) In 
recent years, Texas, California, and Florida have had 
the most entries in the list of high counts. In 1953 
California had 100 high species counts, Florida 86, 
Texas 69, and Arizona 29. 

In general, the localities having the highest species 
counts were the same in 1953 as in 1952. Coot Bay, 
Florida, led with 25, Los Angeles followed with 24, 
the Santa Ana Refuge had 22, and Laguna Atascosa 
produced 20. The ordez of these last two Texan 
areas was reversed in 1952. In fairness to the Lone 
Star State, one might add that 285 species were re- 
ported from Texas and only 262 from California. 
Florida had 215. 

The following list gives the total number of in- 
dividuals for each species on all 521 counts; the ac- 
companying parenthetical expression cites the particu- 
lar locality which had the highest count for that 
species, and what the high count was.

Cooperative Study 
of 
Fall Migration 





. There has been such a fine response to the request for spring migration dates for selected species that the 
study is being extended to include the fall migration period as well. Since few species sing during their south- 
ward movement and since fewer observers are afield in fall than in spring, fall migration data are compara- 
tively hard to obtain in large quantity. Therefore, we are especially anxious to obtain reports from all active 
field observers and feeding station operators even if they can furnish information for just two or three species. 

Many of the species on the spring migration list are so dull colored, silent or retiring in fall that they 
have been omitted from the fall study. In their place are six additional species. The present list contains both 
nocturnal and diurnal migrants, early and late ones, solitary and flocking species, each one included for a spe- 
cific purpose. In some cases the data will be used by research workers who are studying the movements of a 
particular species; in other cases they will be used to correlate bird migration with weather conditions. 

Please specify the STATE, COUNTY, PLACE OF OBSERVATION, and YOUR NAME AND ADDRESS; 
and list your observations for the fall of 1954 in the following order: SPECIES, DATE OF FIRST MI- 
GRANTS and NUMBER SEEN on that date, PEAK DATE or dates and NUMBER SEEN on each peak 
date, DATE OF LAST MIGRANT and NUMBER SEEN on that date. It is not necessary to fill in all the 
information requested for a given species. A single arrival date or peak date will be helpful even if num- 
bers and other dates are not available.
